INVESTIGATION: THE ABOVE OFFICERS RECEIVED A RADIO CALL FROM 
THE CVS PHARMACY LOCATED AT 1747 CAHUENGA BLVD REGARDING A 
THEFT JUST OCCURRED. ADDITIONAL INFORMATION THAT A RADIO WAS 
TAKEN. THE REPORTING PARTY DESCRIED THE DEFENDANT AS A 
FEMALE BLACK WEARING A BLUE CAP, BROWN BACK-PACK, PUSHING A 
PURPLE CART, LAST SEEN WALKING SOUTH ON CAHUENGA BLVD FROM 
THE BUSINESS. 


BOTH BID UNITS SEARCHED THE AREA FOR THE DEFENDANT. OFFICERS 
COOGLE AND AYALA OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT WALKING NORTH ON 
HUDSON AVENUE TOWARD YUCCA STREET. WE (OFFICERS PATTON AND 
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PARRA) RESPONDED TO THE CVS PHARMACY AND CONTACTED THE

GRANTED UNDER CALIFORNIA PENAL CODE 837) FOR THEFT. 


ARREST: 

DEFENDANT WAS PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSON’S ARREST (UNDER 
837.1 P.C.) FOR THEFT, HANDCUFFED AND DOUBLE LOCK. THE STOLEN 
RADIO WAS AROUND THE DEFENDANTS NECK. THE RADIO WAS 
REMOVED AND IDENTIFIED BY THE REPORTING PARTY GOLDEN AS THE 
RADIO THAT WAS RIPPED OUT OF HER HAND BY THE DEFENDANT. THE 
DEFENDANT WAS TRANSPORTED TO CVS PHARMACY TO AWAIT THE 
ARRIVAL OF LAPD. 


INTERVIEW OF INFORMANT/WITNESS GOLDEN; 


GOLDEN TOLD US THAT SHE IS EMPLOYED BY CVS PHARMACY AS A 
CASHIER/CLERK. SHE STATED WHILE TALKING TO A CUSTOMER SHE 
OBSERVED A FEMALE BLACK (LATER IDENTIFIED AS DEFENDANT 
GOULD) WALKING UP AND DOWN THE ISLE. SHE SAID THE CUSTOMER 
SHE WAS HELPING, ASK TO SEE A CD PLAYER. SHE OPENS THE LOCKED 
GLASS CASE CONTAINING THE CD PLAYER TO REMOVE THE PLAYER. 
SHE REMOVED A RADIO FROM THE CASE AND HELD IT IN HER LEFT 
HAND TO GET TO THE CD PLAYER. 


WHILE HOLDING THE RADIO, DEFENDANT GOULD WALKED UP AND SAID, 
“GIVE ME THAT.’ LOOKING AT THE RADIO. THE DEFENDANT WITHOUT 
NOTICE GRABBED THE RADIO OUT OF HER HAND AND WALKED AWAY 
PASSING THE CHECK-OUT STANDS AND EXITING THE STORE SETTING
